Belgium, West Germany, 
Italy, the Netherlands and 
Luxembourg —- participation 
by Britain is still required 
if it is to become fully 
effective as a new economic 
system for Western Europe.

This question can never be answered with any real degree of certainty, 
and even veteran fight followers who have been fortunate enough to see 
several Heavyweight Champions in action’ when at their best can do little 
more than express a personal opinion, ; 

A fair assessment cannot be made on the record books alone, ‘for the morit of 
Championship contenders varies with the times. Older critics usually maintain that 
modern day fighters could not have competed with the old-timers while others think. 
that, In common with most modern sporting standards, the modern pugilist js more 
efficient than his predecessorn. 


. The Heavyweight Champion 
af the World {fs the king of all 
in his profession, While the 
grentest of them all will never 
be designated, It {s interesting 
to compare the records of some 
of the best-known holders of 
what is nowadays called “the 
richest prize In sport." 

The only holder of the Cham- 
plonship fo go throughout the 
whole of his ring career undce- 
feated was the American, Rocky 
Marclano, who retired in 1955, 

Tt must be — remembered, 
though, that Marciano had only 
49 contests as ao professional 
and defended the tlle only six 
Umes, This could not be blamed 
on tho fighter or his connections 
fer he held the title less than 
three years before relinquishing 


dt,

Marclano was Indeed o great
